Mrs. Burch is apparently wealthy. Her 
attire indicates that she has patronized 
fashionable Gressemakers.

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BECKER'S FALL 


From a Third Story Window to 
the Sidewalk. 


It Looked Intentional,Though an Acci- 
dent Is Claimed. a 


HIS HEAD WAS MASHED AND HE DIED 
ALMOST INSTANTLY. 


John Becker, a Tailer and Consumptive, 
Meets a Horrible peath at Niath aed 
Mergan MStreets+Left Aloe im a 
Reom, He Kither Fell or Threw 
Himself From the Window- His Wite 
Claims It Was Accidental— Other 
Statements. 


John Becker, a tailor, 54 years of age, met 
with a horrible death about 10:30 o’clock this 
morning by falling to the sidewalk from 
a third-story window in the »baiiding 
atthe northeast corner of Ninth and Mor- 
gan streets. Circumstances seem to indicate 
suicide, but Becker’s wife and her sisters 
claim that his tragic demise was purely ac- 
cidental. 

Becker was a victim of consumption. 
Within the past year he wasted away from a 
stout, able-bodied man toa mere skeleton. 
For years he had.worked at his trade, doing 
piece work“ in his apartments on the third 
floor above John H. Simon's grocery. Since 


however, the deadly disease fastened its 
fangs on him, he has not been able to do any 
work and has deen supported by sick bene- 
fits from Lincoln Lodge, No. 480, of which he 
was a member. Lately he suffered 
intense agony and de is said to 
bave told several of the neighbors that 
he could not stand the strain much longer. 
This morning he remained in bed until after 
10 o’clock when he arose and tottered across 
the middle of the three roomshe and his 
wife occupied and sat down near the 
window. Therearetwo windows fronting 
on Ninth street from each room and the 
window at which he sat was the third from 
the frout of the house. 


ALONE IN THE ROOM. 
There was no one in the room at the time, 
his wife and her sister being in the kitchen 
when he fell through the open window to the 
Sidewalk, fifty’feet below. They say, though. 
that he pushed his head out of the window to 


catch a breath of air and, leaning too far out, 
* over. 

s was clad only in his underclothes when 
he made the fatal descent. People 
who saw him say he drew himself 

straight out’ of the window 
a man preparing to swim and 
then dropped straight to the ground on his 
side. He struck the stone sidewalk witha 
thud, mashing one side of his head and scat- 
tering blood and Drains about the sidewalk, 
making a most gruesome spectacie. 
Mrs. Anne Silverstein of 807 
North Ninth street and Mrs. 
Lena Schoenberg of 802 North Ninth street 
were sitting on the steps ofthe latter’s resi- 
dence when the white-clothed body came 
dropping down by their side. Mrs. Silver- 
stein uttered one pilercing shriek, rushed into 
her store and fell in a faint. Meanwhile a 
crowd had quickly gathered about the blood- 
bespattered tors of the unfortunate tailor, 
who, they noticed, was still alive, as he 
moved one hand slightly. Officers Hanlon 
end Maguire summored an ambulance 
which came from the Third District 
Station with a doctor aboard. The doctor 
ordered the man hastily removed to the City 
Dispensary, but he aled en route thereto and 
the body was taken to the Morgue. 


NEIGHBORS’ STATEMENTS. 

The neighbors all think that Becker com- 
mitted suicide from despondency, Aue to 
sickness. Mrs. J. Elsner of 810 North Ninth 
street, who holds this opinion, saw him 


drop. 

“He had told me, said Mrs. Elsner, ‘*that 
he would throw himself from the window 
some day if he didn’t get better, and when I 
saw him stick his head out of the window I 
Knew what was going to happen. He pushed 
his head out first, gradually pulled his body 
out after it and deliberately let himself drop 
to the ground.’’ 

Becker and his wife, who ts considerably 
younger than he, had lived in their apart- 
ments above the grocery store for five years. 
He was said to be a very jolly and at the 
game time hard-working man Defore he con- 
tracted consumption, but for the last year 
has been quite gloomy. He is said to have 
been a brother-in-law of Barney Bilker, the 
politician. 

He was slightly below medium height with 
around full face, black moustache and black 
hair. While tll he wasted away, but grew 
a short beard which he wore upto the time 
of his tragic death.

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WEAK WILSON. 


Tells All He Knows About Tars- 
ney’s Tarring and Feathering. 


The El Paso County Deputy Sheriff 
Captured in Missouri. 


ON THE TRAIN BIDE HE COULD STAND 
THE STRAIN NO LONGER. 


Sheriff Bowers, Deputy Sheriff Mallins 
and Capt. Saxten Often Mentioned—A 
Released Murderer Allowed te Put the 
Tar and Feathers en Colorade’s Ad- 
jutant-Genmeral — Three Confessions 
New Held by the Police—Mew the 
Deed Was Dene—Politics in It. 


DEXVER, Colo., Aug. 7.—Joe R. Wilson, the 
El Paso County Deputy Sheriff, Who was cap- 
tured by Adjt. Gen. Tarsney,in Nevada, Mo., 
bas made a full confession and given to 
Chief of Police Armstrong the names ofall 
of the men connected withthe outrage com- 
mitteed in Colorado Springs a few weeks 
ago. 

Wilson was brought dach to Denver at 
noon yesterday by Officer Cross and he spent 
last night inthe city jail. Onthe train go- 
ing to the Springs he weakened and told 
everything he knew of the affair. 

In his story of the experiences of the event- 
ful night the names of Sheriff Bowers, Deputy 
Sherif Bob Mullins and Capt. Saxton of the 
Colorado Springs militia company were often 
mentioned. He confirmed the story that a 
murderer out of the EI Paso County jail was 
allowed to help to put tar and feathers on 
Volorado’s Adjutant General. 

Every detail of the tar and feathers affair 
is now in possession of the Denver officers 
and however high a position the offenders 
may hold they will ultimately be brought to 
justice. Wüson's confession clearly illus- 
trates ohe point; that is that the crime was 
committed by the political enemies of Gen. 
Tarsney and that the criminals were not the 
outcasts of the Bull Hill army, but men of 
bigher standing in the community. 

THOSE ENGAGED. 

According to Wilson’s story the men en- 
gaged in the disgraceful enterprise were 
Sheriff Powers, his Deputy Sheriff, Bob Mul- 
Uns, Capt. Saxton of troop A, Sergt. W iiliam 
Bancroft of troop A, Deputy Seri J. R. 
Wilson, Deputy ackénbosh, Sherman 
Crumley, Waiter Crumley, Shorty“ Allen, 
Smith Shellenberger and perhaps one or two 
others, including a woman. 

The police now have three confessions— 
those of Wilson, Parker and a prisoner in 
the El Paso County jail, who is being held as 
a witness toa murder committed in Oripple 
Oreek. These men will all be brought before 
the  Grand-jury now sitting in Colorado 
Springs. Their evidence has been corrobo- 
rated and all of the mystery of the great 
case has been exploded, and it stands in its 
nakedness, a disgrace to the State of Colo- 


rado. 

Wilson fears that some day be will receive 
a coat of tar and feathers similar to the one 
he helped to put on Gen, Tarsney. Protec- 
tion was promised by Detective Eades. Then 
Wilson demanded that he be taken back to 
Denver atonce. This also was agreed to. 
Then hetold his story. 

The conspiracy was a germ born at Gil- 
lette, and which continued to grow until 
Tarsney was found unguarded in the Alamo 

tel. The deputy sheriffaat Divide heard 
the false report from Denver that Tarsney 
bad uttered the remark: ‘‘I hope that every 
man in Powers’ army will be shipped home 
in a comin.’’ 
HOW IT WAS DONE. 


The night the militia arrived at Gillette 
and eamped near the deputies, Wilson, Allen 
aud others, backed up by Bob Mullins and 
mémbers of the company from the Ei Paso 


Olub, arranged a scheme to kidnap Tarsney 
on the spot, Dut for some reason this was 
abandoned. On the day that Tarsney ap- 
peared at Colorado Springs for the purpose 
of assisting in the defense of the Bull Hill 

soners the conspiracy to kidnap him was 
ormed. It was freely discussed in the 
county jall and the Sheriff’s office and when 
once it received oficial support it 1 

A signal was agreed upon. t was an 
nounced also most publiely that all who de- 
sired to take part inthe plot should meet in 
a saloon on Tejon street and enter with their 
right hand stuck inthe vest. According to 
Wilson’s story Sheriff Bowers furnished to 
Deputy Sheri@® Quackenbosh tar and Mrs. 
Quackenbosh prepared the feathers, ripping 
open a large piliow. Bowers, in addition, 
ordered the release of the Cripple Oreek 
murderer and ordered him to follow Deputy 
Sheriffs Allen and Shillenberger. 

Deputy Sheriff Bob Mullins received the 
hacks and ordered them to drive on to the 
Alumo Hotel. He paid for them in advance. 
Wilson headed the party which went into the 
Alamo Hotel, and he confessed that he was 
the man who poked the gun into Tarsney’s 
face as Tareney came down to the office to 
answer the telephone. Badcroft, Allen and 
Smith were the other men in the hotel office. 
Saxton, Bob Mullins and others waited out- 


side. 

Wilson described the drive out to the open 
prairie, and he said that most horribie 
threats were made against Tarsney. He was 
told that he was being driven to a of 
execution where he would be tortured to 
death. His captors gleefully told him they 
wees first quarter him and then chop off his 

ead.

He Filed From His Rescuers and Was Not 
Fouad Until the Next Morning—Fur- 
nished Olothes by Kind Hearted 
Quarrymen and a Purse Made Up For 
Him. 


Conductor Toomey of the Frisco accom- 
modation reiated the details of a brutal out- 
rage upon his arrival from Pacific this morn- 
ing. It is the story of an inexperienced 
young man who fell into the merciless bands 
of a gang of ruMans, was robbed of every- 
thing he possessed, stripped naked and 
shipped out of St. Louls in an empty box car. 

John E. Landmore was the victim. He is 
21 years old, a native of Paris, Tenn., and 
apparently a man of good breeding. He said 
his uncle, T. M. Moore, is a leading citizen of 
Paris. His story, as repeated by Conductor 
Toomey, is that he left home to goto Jetter - 
son City, Mo., andthaton his arrival in this 
city, finding he would have to wait until 
night for the Missouri! Pacific train, he ac- 
cepted the invitation of some men he met at 
the Union Depot to go up the railroad tracks 
and see the new depot, described to him as 
the finest inthe world. Before they reached 
the new structure one of his companions 
suddenly stepped behind him, and in an in- 
stant he found himself in a powerful grasp 
that he could not shake off. He struggled 
and fought, but was soon overpowered and 
bound and gagged. Then he was dragged to 
a sidetrack where a lot of freight cars were 
standing and violently fung into a oar that 
was empty. 

STRIPPED OF HIS CLOTHES. 

The robbers climbed into the car after him 
and closed the door. The first thing they 
did was to rifle his pockets and take his 
money, amounting to a little more 
than $15. Then they pulled off 
his coat, vest and trousers, his hat 
and shoes, and last his shirt and un- 


wear, leaving him stark naked. Without re- 
moving the gag or loosening the cords with 
whieh his feet and hands were ved, they 
carried away his money, ciothing and valise 
and fastened the dour from the outside so as 
to prevent anyone from discovering hi - 
fore they cou make their escape. ° 
more says ke lay there for several hours, ex- 
erting all his strength to break from his 
fastenings, until Onally he felt the car in 
motion and realized that he was being car - 
ried away from the city ona rapidly moving 


train. 

The air in the car was stifling and he grew 
weak from want of food and water and from 
the strain de had put upon bis muscles in 
trying to free himself. At last hegucceeded 
in getting loose, and when the train came to 
a stop on the siding at Tyson, about twenty- 
five miles from the city, he shouted as loud 
as he could. Thetrainmen heard him and 
opened the car. 

ALMOST DEMENTED. 

Nearly crazed from fright and the torture 
of bis long imprisonment, he broke away 
from his rescuers and fled to the Menke Lime- 
kilns. He passed the rest ofthe night there 
and the next morning was found almost de- 
ment by the quafrymen. Supt. Booder 
gave him euch clothing as he could spare, 
and when the accommodation came along 
Conductor Toomey consented tw take him as 
far as Paclfle, the end ot his run. Here he 
was provided with hat and shoes and the 
villagers made up a purse to carry him 
through to his destination.

His nomination for 
this promotion is not only satisfactory, 
but exceptionally pleasing to the people 
of this city and.State, because they feared’ 
that the Olney influence would prevent it. 

It seoma, howerer, that à powerful cor- 

poration influence wanted Judge Thay- 
er’s place as District Judge for another. 
The promotion of Judge Thayer would not 
only make room for a railroad attorney on 
the District bench, but help to pull 
his nomination through the Senate. And 
this is the combination to which we are 
indebted for the nomination of Thayer for 
Cirouit Judge, coupled with that of Col.

Mr. Priest is a man of collegiate eduaca- 
tion. His father was principal of a college 
in Northeast Missouri. ® graduated 
from Westminster College in Oallaway 
County atthe age of 18. he college was 
then presidea over Pye distinguished divine 
of the Presbyterian Church, Rev. Dr. Nathan 
L. Riee. Mr, Friest was admitted to the bar 
in 1873 at Hannibal, Mo., having read law 
under Mayor Hueston and finishing under 
Judge James Carr, then general attorney of 
the Hannibal & st. Joe road. He went to 
Moberly, Mo., in 1873 and worked up a suc- 
cessful practice. 

He became assistant attorney for the Mis- 
sour!
